— The 
testimony of Dr. E. W. Hawkins, 
government physician stationed at 
the Cahuilla Indian Reservation, re- 
suited in the binding over to the 
United States grand jury of Fran- 
cisco Lugo and Felix Tortes, who 
are charged with the murder ‘of 
John Largo, an Indian policeman, 
on March 21 last. The hearing was 
held before U. 8. Commissioner C. 
W. Benshoof. 

Tortes had to be carried to the 
courtroom, owing to a wound in the 
leg, inflicted on the day of the 
shooting. Dr. Hawkins was the 
only witness examined, 
hundred Indians present manifested 
the Keenest interest in the proceed- 
ings.

OF PRISONERS TCO 
HURRY NEW JAIL PLANS. 


Rebellion Blamed to Inhuman Over- 
crowding Checked Only by Taking 
Tobacco from the Inmates, .— 


Rioting of prisoners in the County Jail that kept each of the 
overcrowded corridors in a hubbub for eighteen hours was ended 
yesterday by the repressive measures of the Sheriff and jailer, but 
it was not merely ended. The rebellion emphasized the necessity, 
lotig since evident, of larger jail quarters and hastened the deter- 
mination to build a new jail at once. Until this is accomplished, 
county officials decided, larger temporary quarters will be con- 
structed so as immediately to avoid the overcrowding, with its 
attendant injury to mind and body. 


The intolerable conditions in the 
jail admittedly gave rise to the dis- 
turbanee that began early ay 
night and continued, but for a brief 
period in the night, until noon yes- 
terday. Officials declared the tanks 
were so packed that sanitation and 
proper prison regulation were un- 
possible, and that they have be- 
come breeding places of ugly tem-
